The Quaker City Dealer Said to Be Sole 
Source of Paper Supply of Penn. R. R. 


The Paper and Printing Contracts of the Railroad Said to Be 
Monopolized by a Few Firms—J. H. Sinex, of the Garrett- 
Buchanan Company, Got All Those for Paper. 


The New York World of Monday, January 7, in the first of a 
series of articles exposing “graft” in the placing of contracts for 
supplies for the Pennsylvania Railroad, devotes about three col- 
umns to the story of the way in which the company is supplied

with paper. The following extracts are from the article referred 
printed in the New York World: 


Rise of J. H. Sinex. 

“About twelve years ago, J. H. Sinex was a ticket agent at $60 

month in Edgewater Park, N. J. His one best asset in I?fe, 
seemingly, was that he was brother-in-law to Joseph H. Wilkinson, 
then chief clerk and now chief accountant in the purchasing agent’s 
fice of the Pennsylvania Railroad. Sinex gave up his ticket sell- 
ng job and went to Philadelphia to improve his condition, and 
n time became a paper salesman for the Whiting Paper Company 
in its Philadelphia office. Sinex began to sell paper to the railroad, 
hut did not long remain with the Whitings. He started in business 
ior himself under the name of J. H. Sinex Company, occupying 
he second floor of No. 1217 Arch street 

“Sinex’s alleged chief asset, his brother-in-law, Joseph H. Wil- 
inson, is now chief accountant to D. S. Newhall, the purchasing 


agent to the road. At that time George H. Grone was assistant 
to the purchasing agent, and he was the man who selected the 
paper used by the company. By coincidence, or otherwise, a nice 
family arrangement developed. Wilkinson was assigned to be 
chief accountant of the purchasing department, and his son, Frank, 
was appointed order clerk of the Garrett & Buchanan Company, 
of which Sinex became the manager at a salary of $7,000 a year? 
Sinex still retained his individual business, which he moved into 
the second story of the Garrett & Buchanan Company's building, 
i8 South Sixth street, Philadelphia. 


Nepotism That Grew. 

“Then Sinex employed William Beaver, brother-in-law of Chief 
Clerk and Assistant Purchasing Agent Grone, as his head book- 
keeper. He also took in a son of Grone. In this manner the 
family chain was made complete. Sinex managed Garrett & Bu- 
chanan and sold ‘Sinex’ paper to the railroad and the railroad 
printers. Track of Garrett & Buchanan's business was kept by 
Frank Wilkinson, son of Wilkinson, Sinex’s brother-in-law, and 
head bookkeeper of the purchasing department of the railroad. 
Sinex himself was under the eye of Beaver, brother-in-law of 
Chief Clerk Grone, of the railroad purchasing agency 

“In time ‘Sinex’ paper appeared in nearly every specification upon 
which bids were invited. The Sinex concern does not manufacture 
paper. It buys its paper of other manufacturers, yet it was in- 
variably able to underbid the manufacturers for any contract it 
sought. This seemingly impossible feat in commercialism was 
accomplished in this way: The Pennsylvania road insists upon 
watermarked paper. Sinex had his name watermarked in various 
grades of paper manufactured by the mills and had each one copy- 
righted. 

The Watermark Joker. 

“Nobody could buy paper watermarked ‘Sinex Linen Ledger’ or 
‘Sinex Fine’ or ‘Sinex Homespun Linen’ or ‘Sinex Quality A’ or 
‘Sinex Extra Fine’ or ‘Sinex Canary Telegraph’ or ‘Sinex No. 17 
Fine’ except through Sinex. He held the copyright They could 
buy paper of precisely the same grade without the Sinex water- 
mark or with a watermark of their own very much cheaper than 
Sinex sold his watermarked paper. But the specifications called 
for the Sinex watermark. Where three or four or five water- 
marked papers were named in the same contract, the bidder to 
have his option of selecting the make, the Sinex paper named, it is 
claimed, is invariably grouped with other makes which cost twice 
as much to manufacture. The Sinex paper, being graded with 
very costly papers. was naturally the cheapest and usually landed 
the contract. In this way such concerns as the Whiting Paper 
Company, L. L. Brown Paper Company and the Byron Weston 
Company, noted manufacturers, are shut out by Sinex 

“Sinex paper is unknown to the general trade, and it is not 
listed in paper reports or schedules. Sinex’s paper is made for 
him by the American Writing Paper Company, of Holyoke, Mass. ; 
the Valley Paper Company, of Holyoke, Mass., and the Jessup & 
Moore Paper Company, of Philadelphia. 

“It will be seen then when ‘Sinex’ paper is called for in a print- 
ing contract the printer is obliged to apply for it to the J. H. Sinex 
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Company. He cannot purchase it in the market. When the com- 
pany buys its paper direct Sinex usually furnishes it. When the 
contract calls for Whiting, Brown or Sinex paper the printer 
naturally buys the cheapest he can get within the specifications. 
The bid of Sinex is always half a cent to a cent a pound under 
that of the other firms, and as a consequence Sinex furnishes his 
paper, the job is inspected by Grone and charged up by Wilkinson, 
while Beaver makes the charges in Sinex’s books. 

A Double Riveted Monopoly. 

“Among the many jokers worked into the paper account of tke 
railroad are irregular sizes and queer names for paper. Some 
sheets demanded by the printing specifications are not carried in 
stock by any paper houses and are in sizes unknown and rnlisted 
in the trade. As a consequence Sinex alone can furnish these 
sheets, as it would be unprofitable to cut regular size paper into 
irregular sizes because of the loss due to waste. Another joker 
lies in the apparently innocent item of ‘Canary Telegraph.’ Here 


is the history of ‘Canary.’ The Pennsylvania Railroad Company“ 


became so dissatisfied with the character of the telegraph blanks 
«which were furnished, because of the poor quality of the paper, 
that the Whiting and Brown companies were requested to make 
up some sample lots of light, fine white paper for this purpose. 
The Whiting Company was successful, and for a time made and 
furnished all the paper for the railroad which went into‘ the 
blanks, charging 8 cents a pound for it. Finally no more orders 
came in, and it was discovered that the road was printing its 
telegraph blanks upon a light canary paper with a watermark 
reading ‘Canary Telegraph.’ Sinex owned the copyright. He sold 
this paper, which cost him 4 cents, for 7% and 8% cents a pound. 
Revelations of a Letter. 

“This paper is made by the Jessup & Moore Paper Company, 
manufacturers, of Philadelphia, and is their regular ‘No. 1 Canary 
Writing’ paper, which they will sell to anyone in any quantity 
from a case to a carload at 4 cents a pound. The only differ- 
ence is that Sinex has a dandy roll passed over the paper in the 
mill, so as to have the words ‘Canary Telegraph’ imprinted upon 
the paper. Proof of this fact is found in the following corre- 
spondence : 


“*J. W. Curtis & Co.: 

“‘GENTLEMEN—In reply to your inquiries of recent date as to 
price at which we can furnish you with a paper equal to “Canary 
Telegraph,” will quote you the same paper, which is generally 
known as “No. 1 Canary Writing,” at 4 cents per pound in any 
quantity. We would guarantee to have this paper made by the 
same mill and have it of exactly the same quality as the so called 
“Canary Telegraph.” We regret that the recent advance in cost 
compels us to ask more than 3% per pound, which was the price 
a few weeks ago. If you so desire, we could have the paper 
watermarked “Canary .” substituting any word you please 
for the word “telegraph.” P 

“Hoping to be favored with your order, we remain, respectfully 
yours, “*Sytvester S. Garrett & Co., 

“*t2 South Marshall street, Philadelphia, Pa.’ 
Exposed by an Affidavit. 

“Perhaps no better exposition of the methods of the purchasing 
department of the Pennsylvania Railroad can be furnished than 
the following copy of an affidavit of Sylvester S. Garrett, senior 
partner of Sylvester S. Garrett & Co. Mr. Garrett is a son of 
Sylvester Garrett, of Garrett & Buchanan, and for years, until 
forced out by Sinex, was intimately associated with the latter: 

“‘T have known John H. Sinex for more than twelve years. He 
is a brother-in-law of Joseph H. Wilkinson, chief accountant of 
the purchasing agent of the Pennsylvania Railroad. Joseph H. 
Wilkinson’s son, Frank. is order clerk in the firm of Garrett & 
Buchanan, paper dealers, of which firm J. H. Sinex is manager at 
$7,000 a year. Sinex, apart from his connection with Garrett & 
Buchanan, has a paper business of his own, is contractor for the

Pennsylvania Railroad Company, and supplies it with a lar; 
amount of paper.’ 

“Sinex’s chief accountant is William Beaver, a brother-in-law 
George H. Grone, assistant purchasing agent of the Pennsylvani 
Railroad, who selects all the paper for the railroad. Paper deale: 
have had great difficulty in getting even an audience with the pur 
chasing agent. When bids are invited it is the habit to require that 
‘Sinex’ paper be bid upon—that is, paper containing the copyrighte: 
watermark with the word ‘Sinex’ in it, which may easily be im 
printed in the texture of inferior paper. He made the admission to 
C. H. Clinton, a prominent paper broker, and to Allen Whiting, oi 
the Whiting Paper Company, both of Philadelphia, as they inform 
me, that he sold paper made by the Valley Paper Company, of Hol- 
yoke, Mass., for 22 cents a pound, which was 11 cent grade. | 
bid to furnish sulphite manila paper, samples of which tested 
sixty-five points in strength, for 234 cents a pound. Sinex bid to 
furnish the same paper, testing only fifty-seven points, for 3% cents. 
He got the contract. My samples were thrown into the waste 
basket. 

“Sinex told me that in 1902 he made $17,000 out of sales amount 
ing to $100,000 to the Pennsylvania Railroad, and that in 1904 he 
made $25,000 on sales amounting to $115,000. The highest legiti- 
mate profit in close competition on $115,000 would be, approxi- 
mately, $10,000. The paper trade of Philadelphia recognizes that it 
is futile to attempt to sell writing papers to the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. Sinex sells the cardboard for tickets, and is in close relation 
with Stephen Green and with Allen, Lane & Scott, printers, in al! 
deals for paste paper and ticket board.” 

This affidavit was signed and witnessed by a notary on Novem- 
ber 15 last. 

Sinex System of Profits. 

In speaking of the business methods of J. H. Sinex Mr. Garrett 
laid bare the system of profits which the paper clique exact from 
the road. “Sinex told me,” he said, “that I was a fool to offer 
paper to the company for 12 and 15 per cent. profit. He said that | 
ought to get 25 per cent., which was the lowest figure he ever se- 
cured. It was in illustrating this remark that Sinex revealed to 
me the large profits he made in 1902 and 1904.” 

“For many years the Scott Paper Company furnished all the toilet 
paper to the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. One day, it is de- 
clared, Sinex appeared in the office of the Scott Paper Company, 
Seventh street and Glenwood avenue, Philadelphia, and suggested 
that it would be agreeable to him if in the future the Scotts sold 
all their paper to the Pennsylvania Railroad through him. 


What Happened to Scott Company. 

“When the request was refused by the representative of the firm 
he departed. No further orders for paper came to the firm, and 
invstigation proved that all of the Scott Company’s fixtures had 
been removed from Pennsylvania property and those of the Mor- 
gan Envelope Company (King Toilet Company) substituted. It 
was further ascertained that the new fixtures were costing the road 
$1 each while the Scott fixtures cost nothing; also that the paper 
cost 50 cents more per case of the same size and weight as that 
furnished by the old contractor. The Scotts made no protest. They 
simply discontinued sending their freight, amounting to from 40 
to 50 carloads a month, over the Pennsylvania and shipped it all 
by the Reading, which they were enabled to do for the reason that 
their mills are situated exactly at the intersection of the Pennsyl- 
vania and Reading roads. 

“As the freightage amounted to considerably more than the 
amount paid the Scotts for paper, the Pennsylvania freight agent 
lost no time in calling upon the firm. He was told it was a case 
of reciprocity purely. Next week the old order of things was re- 
stored, and the Scotts continue to furnish their paper to the road. 
They were out of the business just six weeks. 

“The above is vouched for by Mr. Clarence Scott, of the Scott

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NEW SPECIFICATIONS. 


Bidders for Public Printer Contracts 
Must Conform to New Requirements. 


This Year the Public Printer Will Insist Upon a Strict Compli- 
ance With the Provisions Governing the Bidding and the Sup- 
ply of Paper—The Specifications in Detail. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

WasuincTon, D. C., January 8, 1907.—In asking for bids for 
supplies for the Government Printing Office for the ensuing year, 
the Public Printer has taken occasion to call attention to many 
points that have been overlooked by prospective bidders in the 
past. 

The attention of the bidders is first called to the fact that, re- 
gardless of the amount of paper estimated for, contracts will only 
be made for amounts actually required, be that more or less than 
the estimate called for in the specifications. 

Blank proposals will be furnished upon application to the Pub- 
lic Printer, and in no case will a proposal be considered which does 
not conform exactly thereto. 

Samples can be secured also upon application to the office, and 
the successful bidders will be required to enter into a contract 
rigidly to conform to the samples furnished by the office, and 
this applies equally to quality and finish. 

The supplying of an inferior article in any of the classes, or a 
failure to supply the quantity required at any time, will be con- 
sidered as a violation of the contract. 

Bidders must state in their proposals the names of the manu- 
facturers of the several classes of paper, etc., which they propose 
to furnish. 

Unless otherwise required, all paper must be furnished within 
thirty days after the receipt of the order. 

Each class will be considered separately, and will be subject tec 
a separate contract, but bidders may bid for one or more of the 
classes in the same proposal. 

Those to whom awards will be made will be required to give 
approved security for faithful compliance with the proposals made 
by them. 

In cases where more than 1,000 reams are called for, proposals 
will be received for 1,000 reams or more, but the Joint Committee 
on Printing prefers bids for the whole quantity required. 

Bids must be made in cents and tenths or twentieths of a cent. 
The Joint Committee has decided that bids made in any fractional 
parts of a cent other than tenths or twentieths cannot be con- 
sidered. 

No writing, ledger, bond or book paper containing mechanically 
prepared wood pulp, ground wood, unbleached sulphite pulp, un- 
bleached soda pulp or old papers that have been used, will be 
received in any instance. 

Manila paper, colored bristol board, manila tag board and cover 
paper shall not contain unbleached sulphite pulp or ground wood 
in greater quantities than is contained in the standard samples. 

All the paper in the several classes must be of the specified 
weight, exclusive of cases, wrappers or roll paper cores, none of 
which will be paid for by the office. 

The cores to be used in making the roll paper, manila tag board 
and bristol board will be furnished by the office, but the freight 
on the cores shipped to the mill must be paid by the contractor. 

All the paper in the several classes, with the exception of the 
map and plate papers, if required elsewhere, must be delivered at 
the Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C., in good order, 
free from all and every charge for expense, and subject to the 
inspection, count, weight and measurement of the Public Printer, 
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and, unless otherwise specified, must contain 500 perfect sheets 
to the ream and be in all respects satisfactory. 

All papers, unless ordered in rolls or otherwise, must be put 
up in cases as specified. All cases must be tight—i. e., with 
Where lined 
cases are specified the same must be made with “tongue and 
groove” boards on top and bottom of each case; side and end 
boards must be butted tightly together; cases to be lined inside 
with heavy manila paper, and with sheet straw board on inside, 
top and bottom, to prevent upper and lower quires from being 
marked by case boards. 


boards butted tightly together, free from openings. 


All paper, manila tag board and bristol board furnished in rolls 
must, in addition to the regular mill wrapping, be protected at 
both ends of the rolls by board ends. The board ends must be 
of not less than 1 inch in thickness and 2 inches larger in diameter 
than the roll; to be pierced in the centre of the diameter with an 
opening equal to the outside diameter of the core about which 
the paper is wound; to be re-enforced with battens placed cross- 
wise with the grain of the wood in the heads. The battens must 
be 1 inch in thickness and not less than 4 inches wide and of 
the length of the diameter of the heads; pierced through, in the 
centre of their length and width, with an opening five-eighths of an 
inch in diameter; to be securely fastened to the heads with six, or 
more, 134 inches number twenty wood screws; three or more at 
proper intervals, from the centre to each end of the batten. The 
cores around which the rolls are wound must be 1% inches 
longer than the roll, and project three-fourths of an inch from 
each end,of the roll. The re-enforced heads must be placed at 
each end of the roll, the core openings fitting over the projecting 
ends of the cores, and securely fastened with iron rods extending 
through the cores and the batten openings. These iron rods must 
be of five-eighths of an inch diameter, of proper length, headed at 
one end, and screw thread with nut to fit at the other end. In 
use an iron washer of 2 inches minimum diameter, with a five- 
eighth inch opening, shall be used on the rods; one between 
the rod head and the board head batten and one on the rod be- 
tween the screw nut and the board head batten. The contractor 
must furnish the iron rods, nuts, washers and board heads; the 
same to be returned to him at his, the contractor's expense. For 
the guidance of the contractor the following sketch is submitted:

All cases and rolls must be distinctly marked on both ends, 
showing the Government Printing Office order number, the 
case or roll number, contents, gross tare and net weight. 

The “mill count” must be accurate on all grades of paper, 
and must run exactly 500 sheets to each ream, and verification 
of the ream count will be made by the Office; it is specified 
that deliveries may be rejected by the Public Printer because 
of the incorrect counting of reams, and in the event that a 
delivery with shortages is accepted, then the shortages in 
count will be deducted. 

The Joint Committee of Congress on Public Printing has 
instructed the Public Printer to require those bidders to whom 
contracts may be awarded to furnish the paper, bond paper,

Wasuinoton, D. C., January 8, 1907.—Sealed proposals will be 
received until January 24, 1907, at 10:30 o'clock a. m., for furnish- 
ing the paper for the Public Printer and binding for the year 
ending February 29, 1908, the said proposals to be opened before and 
the award of contracts to be made by the Joint Committee of Con- 
gress on Public Printing to the lowest and best bidder for the 
interest of the Government, the committee reserving to itself the 
right to reject any and all bids, as its judgment of the best 
interests of the Government may dictate. 

The contracts will be entered into for supplying such quantities 
of paper as may be needed during the year and no more.

parchment, cardboard or other material strictly in accordance 
with the standard samples, and in case of default to promptly 
enforce the penalties of Sections 9 and 10, of “An Act providing 
for the public printing and binding, and the distribution of 
public documents,” approved April 12, 1895, and to which the 
attention of bidders is garticularly called, reading as follows: 

“Sec. 9. If any contractor shall fail to comply with his con- 
tract, the Public Printer shall report such default to the Joint 
Committee on Printing, when Congress is in session, or to 


the Secretary of the Interior when Congress is not in sessio: 

and he shall, under the direction of the committee, or of t! 

Secretary of the Interior, as the case may be, enter into a ne 

contract with the lowest, best and most responsible bidde: 
for the interest of the Government among those whose pri 

posals were rejected at the last opening of bids, or he sha! 
advertise for new proposals, under the regulations hereinbefor 
stated, and during the interval which may thus occur he shall, 
under the direction of the Joint Committee on Printing, or oi 
the Secretary of the Interior, purchase in open market at th 
lowest market price all paper necessary for the public print 
ing. 

“Sec. 10. In case of the default of any contractor to furnish 
paper, he and his sureties shall be responsible for any increas« 
of cost to the Government in procuring a supply of such paper 
which may be consequent upon such default. 

“The Public Printer shall report every such default, with a 
full statement of all the facts in the case, to the Solicitor of 
the Treasury, who shall prosecute the defaulting contractor 
and his sureties upon their bond in the Circuit Court of the 
United States in the district in which such defaulting con- 
tractor resides.” 

Attention is specially called to the fact that no proposal will 
be considered unless it is accompanied by a bond, with indi- 
vidual sureties, or bonding company, and not corporations and 
firms, approved by a judge or clerk of a court of record, as 
such, and no one else, in the penalty of $5.000, that the bidder or 
bidders, if his or their proposal is accepted, shall enter into 
a contract to furnish the articles proposed for. The Joint 
Committee of Congress on Printing insists that this certificate 
shal! be furnished, whether the sureties are individuals or 
bonding companies. 


Attention is also specially called to Section 5 of the Act of 
April 12, 1895, as follows: 

“Sec. 5. The sealed proposals to furnish paper shall be 
opened in the presence of the Joint Committee on Printing, 
and the contracts shall be awarded by them to the lowest and 
best bidder for the interest of the Government, but they shall 
not consider any proposal which is not accompanied by a bond 
approved by a judge or clerk of a court of record in the penalty 
of $5,000, that the bidder or bidders, if his or their proposal is 
accepted, shall enter into a contract to furnish the articles 
proposed for, and by satisfactory evidence that the person 
making it is a manufaeturer of or dealer in the description of 
paper which he proposes to furnish.” 

Contractors may be required to furnish at the contract prices 
such paper, ete., as is covered by their contracts, which may 
be ordered by the War Department for the use of the Gov- 
ernment of the Philippine Islands. Such paper to be delivered 
f. o. b. cars New York city. Notify Purchasing Agent, Philip- 
pine Government, 907 Whitehall Building, New York city, 
N. Y., and bills for the same are to be paid through the Bureau 
ot Insular Affairs, War Department, Washington, D. C. 

Proposals for this paper would be expected to show the 
price of the paper and what cash discount the bidder is willing 
to allow therefrom if settlement is made within ten days after 
the receipt of the paper by the Government at the Government 
Printing Office; or, in cases where the purchases are for the 
Philippine Islands, as above set forth, then f. 0. b. cars at New 
York city. 

All proposals must be handed in before 10:30 on January 24, 
the day for their opening. 

Another special matter to which attention is called is that 
hereafter all first class ledgers must bear the watermark, “First 
Class Ledger,” with the name of the manufacturer. 

No proposal will be accepted unless it is properly signed 
with the firm name and address. as Bees

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WRITING MEN TO MEET. 


All the Manufacturers Invited to Attend a Meeting at Springfeld, 
Mass., on January 18, for the Purpose of Discussing Trade 
Matters—An Advance in Prices Likely. 


A meeting of all the large writing paper manufacturers will be 
held at Springfield, Mass., on January 18. Notices to that effect 
have been sent out to all the manufacturers this week. The 
object of the meeting will be to make a general and uniform ad- 
vance on all grades of writings. 

The manufacturers of these grades of paper have many griev- 
ances in common with the manufacturers of other lines, such as 
increasing cost of labor and of the raw stock which they use, while 
this increase in cost of production is not offset, they state, in the 
present selling price of their product. Rags, they say, are high in 
price at present, and at the same time they are not any too plenti- 
ful. Sulphite and soda pulp also have increased greatly in price 
within the past three months, and still the manufacturers have 
continued to market their product at the same figures that they 
quoted three months ago. The majority of the manufacturers 
are very much in favor of an advance, and they all have expressed 
their willingness to join the movement if it will assure them a 
reasonable return for their paper. 

No details as to what the actual advance will be could be ob- 
tained at this time. The arrangements for this are being carried 
out by one of the largest factors in this branch of the industry, and 
the proposed plan will no doubt prove successful, as it has done 
recently in the other grades of paper. 


H. & W. Company Makes Further Advances,

Mill Owner Sues City for Polluting Stream. 


Rockvitte, Conn., January 8, 1907.—Rockville has another suit 
for damages on its hands on account of the city’s pollution of the 
Hockanum River. Ralph Swett, who owns the paper mill at 
Talcottville, has once more sued the city. This time he claims 
damages to the amount of $1,500. It is claimed by Mr. Swett 
that the water is so polluted that it eats out the boilers and ma- 
chinery. Three years ago Mr. Swett brought a similar case 
against Rockville. At that time he claimed $5.000 damages and 
settled the case for $1,800. The Talcottville paper mill is the first 
concern that uses the Hockanum River for power and mill pur- 
poses outside the city of Rockville. 


Unfavorable for Lambering in Northern New York. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., January 8, 1907.—The present winter to 
date has been an extremely unfavorable one for lumbering 
operations in northern New York, and large quantities of 
logs and pulp wood await a sufficient fall of snow to enable 
lumbermen to haul their cut to the nearest streams. Another 
factor which impedes operations in the woods is the difficulty 
met with in getting men to do this kind of work. It is almost 


impossible, says a lumberman, to hire men, when in years bx 
fore this there were many who were glad to get employment 
The wages are also higher than usual. 

At no time up to date has there been more than a few inches 
of snow, and there has not been sufficient cold weather to 
freeze swamps and lakes so that hauling of timber could be 
done successfully. Lumbermen, like the ice men, look for cold 
weather through February and early March, but if it comes 
the time allowed to do their hauling will be short. B. 


The Upson Brothers to Build Cover Mill? 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Lockport, N. Y., January 8, 1907.—It is pretty well assured that 
the Upson Brothers, of this city, the well known cover paper ex- 
perts, have interested capital to develop the splendid water power 
at Burt on the Eighteen Mile Creek, and that before another year 
has gone by will see a flourishing industry in that village. Messrs. 
William H. and Charles H. Upson, who retired from the operation 
of the Niagara Paper Mills some time since, took with them that 
well known engineer and chemist, Ralph M. Snell, who was their 
valued superintendent. Mr. Snell has added additional features 
to his professional career. He has prepared the plans on a 
working scale for the proposed new plant, and it is said that the 
gentlemen interested in the project have put their O. K. on them. 
The Upsons are reticent about disclosing their plans, but it is 
well known that they have had aspirations to control a mill of 
their own since their retirement from the Niagara mills. They 
will no doubt manufacture cover papers. w, & T. 


Wisconsin River Power Company Incorporated. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App.Leton, Wis., January 7, 1907.—What is known as the Wis- 
consin Valley Improvement Company was organized last week, 
with a capital stock of $100,000, at a meeting at Wausau of the 
paper manufacturers of the Wisconsin River, together with a 
number of lumbermen and others interested in water power on 
that river. The new company is essentially a water power com- 
pany, such as have been formed in other water power communi- 
ties, to take charge of the details of water power using, assigning 
the quantity of water that shall be used under differing conditions 
of supply, preventing waste of water and building dams, reser- 
voirs, &c., to increase and improve water power conditions. All 
this ground has been thoroughly gone over by the Wisconsin River 
people, and much benefit has already been gained by mutually 
helpful action and the acquirement by private owners of reservoirs 
and flowage rights on the upper river. But the activities of the 
new company will greatly extend the work. Fox River. 


Big Canadian Paper and Pulp Company Incorporated. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Quesec, Que., January 8, 1907.—The project for the establish- 
ment of a large pulp industry at La Tuque, in this province, as cited 
in last week’s JouRNAL, has materialized. A charter has been se- 
cured from the Quebec Government under the title of “The Que- 
bec and St. Maurice Industrial Company,” with a capitalization of 
$3,000,000. This deal was closed by the Quebec Industrial Com- 
mittee, which had charge of the project, assisted by the Quebec 
Bank and the Quebec and Lake St. John Railway. The construc- 
tion of the pulp mills will be at La Tuque, on the line of the Que- 
bec and Lake St. John Railway, and operations will commence in 
the spring as soon as'the snow is off the ground. The officers of 
the Quebec and St. Maurice Industrial Company are: President, 
Herbert J. Brown, of Portland, Me., who is treasurer of the Berlin 
Mills, of Berlin, N. H.; secretary-treasurer, Oc. B. Brown, who is 
assistant treasurer of the Berlin Company. The legal adviser of the 
company is C. Libby, a well known Portland attorney.

NORTHWESTERN NEWS COMBINE. 
Dean & Shibley, the New York Firm of Promoters, Are Sound- 


ing the News Manufacturers of Wisconsin and Minnesota on 
the Proposition to Consolidate Their Plants.

AppLetony Wis., January 9, 1907. 

Saw John J. Hanrahan. He refused absolutely to say anything 
whatever. Facts so far as can be learned are as follows: Hanra- 
han and Dean have been traveling up and down this State about 
two weeks seeing print manufacturers, endeavoring to pave the 
way for a combination of Wisconsin and Minnesota mills like 
International. So far there have been no meetings or concerted 
consideration by manufacturers. What progress has been made 
with manufacturers individually not known. Generally speaking, 
manufacturers believe individual mills are at disadvantage com- 
pared with a combination like the International, and that some time 
a combination will result; but whether that time is now is another 
question. If this effort had come right after the dissolution of the 
General Paper Company it would have been more warmly wel- 
comed.

Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers to Be Revived. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., January 8, 1907.—A meeting of paper makers 
was held at Holyoke Sunday afternoon at which W. E. Terry, an 
organizer of the American Federation of Labor, was again pres- 
ent. The general situation was discussed, and it is stated that the 
name of the organization will be the Eagle Lodge of Paper Mak- 
ers, the same as the old organization. There has been a general 
feeling about Holyoke that the formation of another organization 
would prove unsuccessful, but it is stated that present conditions 
favor an organization of some 200 to 400 members, and that al- 
ready more names have been secured than is necessary to secure 
a charter from the American Federation of Labor. It 
pected that a general meeting will be held soon and a permanent 
organization effected.

To Sell Assets of Holten & Collins.

PHILADELPHIA, January 7, 1907.—A sale in bankruptcy of the 
stock and fixtures of Holten & Collins, whose financial embarrass- 
ment lately was reported, will be held on Monday next. The stock 
on hand is a small one, and it is not expected that much foundation 
for a dividend will be realized. On the 16th inst. the creditors will 
meet to elect a trustee, and for this position there has been sug- 
gested the name of Albert E. Chevalier, now acting as receiver on 
motion of the Barrett Manufacturing Company, the bankrupt firm’s 
largest creditor. When C. De B. Holten, who practically consti- 
tuted the firm, is examined some questions will be asked regarding 
his connection with the Gloucester Paper Mill, the concern which 
is now establishing an extensive plant on the New Jersey side of 
the Delaware a few miles below Philadelphia. Mr. Holten has 
announced that he expects to terminate his connection with this 
company, E. R. G.

“Graft” (+) in Ohio State Bindery ? 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, January 7, 1907.—According to the report of J. W. 
Johnson, State printer, there was much needless expenditure dur- 
ing the term of his predecessor, Mark Slater, of this city. 

The State printer reports that there is probably no department 
in the State in which a greater opportunity is given for waste and 
extravagance, not to mention “graft,” than in the management of 
the State bindery. He points out that lining paper for books used 


to cost the State $14 per ream, while it is now bought for $7, th. 
quality being the same. White shavings were sold for 80 cent 
per hundred; mixed shavings at 30 cents; books and bundles at 
30 cents. Supervisor Johnson has a standing offer of $1.40 for 
white shavings, 50 cents for mixed and 50 cents for books and 
bundles, but is unable to accept same owing to the prices estab 
lished by his predecessor and prevailing contracts. M. V.

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KIMBERLY-CLARK CONSOLIDATION. 


Properties of the Kimberly & Clark Co., the Atlas and Telulah 
Paper Cos. Consolidated—Capitalization, $2,000,000. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT, ] 

AppLeton, Wis., January 7, 1907.—A very important transaction 
in this valley last week, important in one way of looking at it, and 
not in another, was the consolidation of the properties of the 
Kimberly & Clark Company, the Atlas Paper Company and the 
Telulah Paper Company into one new company to be called the 
Kimberly-Clark Company. 

The transaction was important in the fact that the identity of 
three active corporations, or more particularly two, is lost; but it 
is unimportant because the three companies have always been 
vitally connected, and the present change of name will practically 
be the only change of consequence resulting from the transaction. 
There has been some shifting about of ownership in the stock of 
the concerns, but this is a matter of no particular moment to the 
public. The Telulah and Atlas companies were virtually offshoots 
from the parent Kimberly & Clark Company, and included among 
their stockholders some of the men who had been occupying execu- 
tive positions in the parent company’s service. Some of these 
stockholders have now dropped out. 

As it stands, therefore, the Kimberly-Clark Company, a newly 
organized corporation, has acquired all the properties of the Kim- 
berly & Clark Company, the Telulah Paper Company and the Atlas 
Paper Company, and has assumed all the contracts, liabilities and 
obligations of these companies. The Kimberly & Clark Company, 
the Telulah Paper Company and the Atlas Paper Company have 
determined to dissolve and go out of business. The new company 
is capitalized at $2,000,000, which is certainly most conservative. 
The incorporators of the new Kimberly-Clark Company are: J. A. 
Kimberly, J. C. Kimberly, S. F. Shattuck, C. B. Clark and F. J. 
Sensenbrenner. J. C. Kimberly is a son of J. A. Kimberly, S. F. 
Shattuck is the eldest son of the late F. C. Shattuck and C. B. 
Clark is a son of the late Charles B. Clark, so that the succeeding 
generation from the original stockholders of the Kimberly & Clark 
Company is well represented in the new company. J. A. Kimberly, 
in fact, is the only one remaining of the four original stockholders, 
namely, J. A. Kimberly, F. C. Shattuck, Charles B. Clark and H. 
Babcock. 

The announcement of the formation of the new company was, 
ridiculously enough, hailed by many of the newspapers as the be- 
ginning of another paper trust. Ever since the General Paper 
Company went under the newspapers have been sweeping the 
horizon for evidences of the oncoming of its successor. Every- 
thing that appears in the range of their vision that they do not 
fully understand becomes endowed with the lineaments of an 
octopus. And this is what happened in the present instance. It is 
all very amusing and at the same time unsettling to business 
and therefore provoking in general. 

The néw officers of the Kimberly-Clark Company, just chosen, 
are as follows: 

President, J. A. Kimberly; first vice president, F. J. Sensenbren- 
ner; second vice president, James C. Kimberly; secretary, Charles 
B. Clark; treasurer, S. F. Shattuck, and general superintendent, 
P. R. Thom. Fox River.

Architect Wallace Increases His Organization. 


The organization of Joseph H. Wallace, the paper mill and hy- 
draulic engineer, is known by its successful mills, and has many 
clients to whom it can refer as to the careful consideration given 
to every detail of moderg mill practice. After a long training with 
the Towers, of Holyoke, and three years as a member of, the firm 
of Tower & Wallace, of New York, which latter-concern succeeded 
to the business of A. B. Tower & Co., of Holyoke, Mass., six years 


ago this month, Mr. Wallace opened an office in the Temple Court 
Building, New York. Mr. Tower, who died in 1901, was known 
as the father of paper and pulp mill engineering in the United 
States, and was concerned with the building of practically all the 
important mills of his time. 

By acquaintance with the men on whom Mr. Tower had de- 
pended Mr. Wallace was enabled to select for his associates a corps 
of engineers of experience in paper mill practice as it existed in 
1900, and since that time he has been building up an organization 
of industrial experts, each a specialist in some important branch of 
the field. 

Remarkable success has been met with, and the work accom- 
plished has proven the value of a well balanced organization spe- 
cially selected for a given work. This organization has developed 
some men and selected others, so that the service rendered should 
be broad; for instance, English, Scandinavian and German pra 
tice has been included, and the results have been most satisfactory. 

The beginning of the year 1907 marks new steps; the change of 
name to Joseph H. Wallace & Co., and the admission into the con 
cern of some of the men whose work has helped to demonstrate 
Mr. Wallace’s idea of an industrial organization in engineering, the 
creation of a field supervision department under the direction of 
Willard L. Bowker, M. Am. Soc. C. E., and the establishment of 
a European office in London, with James F. Sickman as resident 
manager. 

Mr. Bowker will give personal attention to the supervision of 
work under construction, and brings to his department an experi- 
ence of many years as constructing engineer, having been with 
D. H. & A. B. Tower, Tower & Wallace, the American Writing 
Paper Company and with Mr. Wallace, and supervised the erection 
of many representative American paper and pulp mills and hy- 
draulic developments, among them the Hudson River Water Power 
and Paper Company, Mechrnicsville, N. Y.; the mill of the Crocker 
Manufacturing Company, Holyoke, Mass.; Bangor Water Works, 
Bangor, Me., and the mill of Kimberly & Clark at Niagara, Wis. 

The establishment of a London office has been for the twofold 
purpose of facilitating the handling of important European work 
entrusted to the organization and for the promotion of a better 
acquaintance with European practice and its resultant benefit to the 
work of the organization. Mr. Sickman has served Mr. Wallace 
as resident engineer on some of his best known work, notably the 
mills of the Kalamazoo Paper Company and the Munising Paper 
Company. He is well qualified to represent the concern in Europe 
and to keep the organization in touch with all that is best in-“Euro- 
pean practice. 

A. U. Jaastad, of the engineering firm of Sheaff & Jaastad, of 
Boston, who has been associated in all Mr. Wallace’s work during 
the past three years, will continue as consulting steam engineer, 
the details of steam and electric work continuing under the per- 
sonal diréction of F. E. Greenwood. The reputation of Mr. Jaastad 
in all matters of steam engineering has been gained by a long list 
of successes in paper and pulp mills and power and lighting sta- 
tions. 

F. L. Smith will continue with the new organization as chief 
draughtsman, and the strong corps of engineers and draughtsmen 
will be added to from time to time as opportunity presents itself. 

The company is now located in new quarters on the ninth floor 
of the Temple Court Building, New York, occupying also the west- 
ern tower of the building, where is located the statistical, cement 
testing and blue printing departments.

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STILL QUARRELING OVER BOX BOARD. 


The Protective Committee of the Stockholders and the Officers 
and Directors Still Continue to Wrangle Over the Affairs of the 
Company—Letter from Offcers—Mitchell Endorsed. 


Asserting that the recently organized “Protective Committee” 
of the stockholders had made many misstatements in its letter sent 
out ten days ago, the board of directors of the United Box Board 
and Paper Company addressed the following circular letter to the 
stockholders of the company on Saturday of last week: 

JANUARY 5, 1907. 
To the Stockholders of United Box Board and Paper Company: 

In view of erroneous and imperfect statements made by a so 
called “Protective Committee” of stockholders, the board of di- 
rectors beg to say: 

Your company is confronted with the necessity of meeting its 
floating indebtedness of some $850,000, which for a long time past 
has been carried on the personal credit of certain of its directors, 
but cannot thus be permanently carried, 

To meet that indebtedness, the directors decided upon the sale 
to the American Box Board Company of certain assets, being 
your company’s equity in the 42,980 shares of American Straw 
Board Stock, now pledged under the Collateral Trust Mortgage, 
1,975 additional shares of the same stock which your company 
owns, and also $562,500 of your company’s General Mortgage 
bonds, all for the sum of $850,000; besides the assumption by the 
purchaser of the principal and interest upon the Collateral Trust 
bonds, as explained more fully in the circular of December 20, 
1906. 

Should your company desire and be in a position to repurchase 
the property sold, the privilege of so doing within one year is 
reserved to it. 

In order that you may not be deprived of any valuable right, 
substantially the entire capital stock of the purchasing company 
is offered to you for subscription at par. 

Thus, if this sale, which will provide the means to pay off 
your company’s floating debt, is an advantageous one to the pur- 
chaser, you are invited to share fully in the advantage by taking 
an interest in the purchase proportioned to your interest in this 
company. 

The parties who have underwritten the stock of the American 
Box Board Company are not paid any commission, and do not 
receive any advantage over you. They simply agree to take such 
stock of the new company as you do not take, and at the same 
price. The prior right to subscribe is yours. And it is hoped that 
you will avail yourself of it, especially if you think the sale an 
advantageous one to the buyer. 

A committee of stockholders has requested the board to rescind 
the sale, but thus far has given the board no reason in support of 
its request. It has been invited to present any such reasons, and 
also to present any alternative plan by which your company’s 
floating debt can be dealt with. Your board of directors will give 
careful consideration to any such plan, having no object in view 
except to provide means to meet obligations which must be met. 

The time within which stockholders of this company may sub- 
scribe to the stock of the American Box Board Company is ex- 
tended until the 22d day of January, 1907; the transfer books of 
the preferred and common*stock of this company will remain closed 
until the 23d day of January, 1907; and the time for the making 
of the first payment upon subscriptions to the capital stock of the 
American Box Board Company will be extended until January 
25, 1907. 

You are requested to send your subscriptions to the American 
Box Board Company, No. 15 Exchange place, Jersey City, N. J., 
on or before January 22, 1907. 

While affording time for the presentation of any alternative 


plan for dealing with the company’s needs, and desiring to meet 
the present situation in the fairest spirit, the circular recently sent 
you, signed “Protective Committee,” is so filled with misstate- 
ments that your board of directors feel that attention should be 
called to at least a few of them, in order that you may judge how 
far the authors of that circular are worthy of your confidence. 

The Uncas Paper Company was bought originally by the United 
Box Board and Paper Company for the sum of $345,650. It earned 
in the year 1903 $65,356.49; in 1904, $77,584.89; in 1905, $36,340.73, 
and the average for those three years was $59,760.67, whereas the 
so called Protective Committee puts its annual earnings at $110,000. 

The stock of the Uncas Paper Company was conveyed to the 
American Straw Board Company for an adequate consideration, 
paid in cash, at a time when the company was sorely in need, and 
had hypothecated every other available asset to raise money nec- 
essary to meet the heavy sinking fund charges of $350,000 per 
annum, under its then existing general mortgage, which your 
present directors found outstanding when they assumed the man- 
agement of the affairs of the company, but which they have since 
succeeded in retiring. 

It is not true, as stated in the circular, that the American Straw 
Board stock is to be sold for $400,000. The purchaser is to as- 
sume the collateral trust bonds, amounting to $1,302,400, the an- 
nual interest charge of $78,144, and an annual sinking fund obliga- 
tion of $50,000 beginning October 1, 1908. The purchase price of 
the American Straw Board stock is thus upward of $1,702,400, 
equal to about $38 per share, after deducting the recent dividend 
of $2 per share which the seller retains. Your company’s hold- 
ings of American Straw Board stock, with a bonus of your own 
company’s preferred stock besides, were offered to you two years 
ago at $17.50 per share, in order to meet then pressing obliga- 
tions, and the offering was only carried through by the underwrit- 
ing and subscriptions of your directors and parties associated 
with them. 

It is not true, but on the contrary is absolutely false, that Mr. 
Barber and his associates have formed a syndicate to buy for 
$400,000 all stock not taken by you. The underwriters of the 
stock referred to take it on exactly the same terms as those 
offered to you, $100 per share, payable in cash. 

It is equally false that the circular sent out by your directors 
does not state what ts to become of the balance of the $2,500,000: 
authorized to be issued by the American Box Board Company. 
The circular of December 20, issued by this board, plainly offers 
the entire $2,500,000 for subscription among you, at par, for cash, 
the payments to be made in such manner that 34 per cent., equal 
to $850,000, the exact purchase price of the assets to be sold, will 
be called for in cash at intervals during the year, and the re- 
maining 66 per cent. will be held in reserve to meet, if necessary, 
the collateral trust bonds for which the American Straw Board 
stock is now pledged, and payment of which the American Box 
Board Company assumes. 

To the $850,000 necessary to pay off your company’s floating debt 
add $1,302,400, the amount of the principal of the collateral trust 
bonds. and you will perceive how $2,152,400 of the $2,500,000 of 
American Box Board Company's capital is to be applied, the 
difference of $347,600 not being intended to be called for at all 
unless necessary, and forming a reserve to fall back upon to meet 
interest and sinking fund charges in case of need, as it is most 
improbable that the earnings of the American Straw Board Com- 
pany will continue at the same rate as during the past year. 

It is needless to say more of the circular above referred to. It 
is not true that the best earning properties of the United Box 
Board and Paper Company are to be sacrificed. There will be 
left in the United Box Board and Paper Company some of the 
best earners in the box board business of the country, also of the 
straw board business. The reason that the box board company’s 
net earnings only show $80,000 is that its properties are incum-

STILL QUARRELING OVER BOX BOARD.

bered with underlying liens, amounting to $1,150,000, first mort- 
gage bonds outstanding $792,500, collateral trust 6 per cent. bonds, 
amounting to $1,302,400, and floating indebtedness of $850,000, 
which is a charge on all the earnings of the United Box Board 
and Paper Company from whatever source derived; while the 
American Straw Board Company only has a bonded indebtedness 
of $268,000, with other accounts and interest indebtedness of $31,- 
487, while the Uncas company has a bonded indebtedness of $150,- 
000, which was assumed by the American Straw Board Company, 
besides which the American Straw Board Company paid for the 
Uncas company $250,000, a total of $400,000. The United Box 
Board and Paper Company paid for the property $345,650, exclu- 
sive of a mortgage indebtedness of $100,000, but before the sale 
of the American Straw Board Company took from the Uncas 
$110,000 in dividends. 

With reference to the assertion that the management has so 
manipulated your company’s affairs that the earnings upon the 
American Straw Board Company's stock must all be used either 
to pay interest or to retire callateral trust bonds, your directors 
desire to say: 

When the present management first came into office your com- 
pany’s entire holdings of American Straw Board stock, then 
amounting to over 57,000 shares, were pledged, and were upon the 
point of being sacrificed at forced sale, for a small loan of $175,- 
000, about $3 per share. With difficulty, and pending an investi- 
gation of the company’s affairs, the new management which had 
just taken office obtained a brief extension of that loan, which 
the company had no means to pay, and which, as a further exten- 
sion could not be obtained, the new directors themselves advanced 
the money to pay. 

Subsequently, as the only means of meeting very large obligations 
then pressing of extremely large amount, the American Straw 
Board stock was offered for sale to you, with the privilege re- 
served to the company of buying it back again within a year. 
That sale was made successful only through the underwritings and 
personal subscriptions of your directors. Without it your com- 
pany could not have met its obligations. . 

At the end of the year your company had not the means to re- 
purchase that stock, and by extraordinary exertions your directors 
succeeded in inducing a majority of those who had purchased it 
to accept, in lieu of the cash to which they were entitled, collateral 
trust bonds secured by pledge of the stock, and thus preserved to 
your company the equity in the American Straw Board’ stock 
which otherwise must have been entirely lost, and which now has 
a value of $400,000, which the directors are now seeking to utilize 
to help pay off the floating debt. But for the efforts of your di- 
rectors that equity would not have existed at all. 

To the specific charge that the management has so manipulated 
the company’s affairs that the earnings of the American Straw 
Board Company’s stock must all be used to pay the interest on or 
to retire the collateral trust bonds, your directors desire to state 
that at the time of the issue of said bonds, viz., December, 1905, 
the earnings of the American Straw Board Company for the year 
amounted to only $139,000, and the parties who were asked to give 
up the American Straw Board stock and accept the collateral 
trust bonds in their stead refused to do so unless they were pro- 
tected by what is called the 2 per cent. clause, which means the 
clause requiring the application of all dividends in excess of 2 
per cent. per annum upon the American Straw Board ‘stock to 
the retirement of collateral trust bonds. If that clause had not 
been inserted the stock would not have been surrendered to the 
United Box Board and Paper,Company. 

When the present management assumed office the affairs of 
your company were not merely embarrassed but in a highly critical 
state. It was practically at the end of its resources. 


Your directors have labored earnestly in your interest, the debt 
of your company has been largely reduced, its earnings have been 
increased, and the physical condition of its properties has been 
improved. 

They now ask you to join in providing the means to pay off the 
company’s floating debt, thus sharing the burden which thus far 
the directors have borne alone, and taking as your security a pro- 
portionate interest in what those who have opposed the plan call 
your company’s best assets, reserving to your company the privi- 
lege of buying those assets back within one year, in case in the 
meantime other means of financing the company’s needs shall be 
provided, 

In conclusion we have to say that in view of the many mis- 
statements made in the circular of the so called Protective Com- 
mittee, whose members are not qualified by experience as manu- 
facturers to handle or make profitable the properties of your 
company, the stockholders should consider well before they en- 
dahger the company’s welfare by entrusting their interests to the 
hands of such committee.

in power a board of directors who will honestly conserve the 
interests of the stockholders. 

“Be It Further Resolved, That we express our confidence in the 
honesty, integrity and ability of Mr. Sidney Mitchell, and extend 
to him and to the protective committee this expression of our 
grateful appreciation for their untiring labors in behalf of the 
stockholders of the United Box Board and Paper Company, in 
their opposition to the Barber management.”

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SLIGHT SHRINKAGE IN DEMAND. 


The Let-Up in General Business Over the Holidays Has Been 
Reflected in the Trade—Signs of a Strong Revival—Mills 
Full of Orders—Dealers Busy. 





Business in the New York market began to revive this week, 
and the trade in general expect a resumption of the demand which 
continued up to the holidays without interruption. The general 
quietness pervading the market during the holiday week has not 
in any way shaken the optimistic feeling of the paper men in re- 
gard to the outlook for this year. Everyone considered it only 
temporary, and while they admit that trade shows a disposition 
to lag a little, still they believe that there will be a very active 
demand in progress within the next week or two. Stock taking 
and the rearranging of supplies, which had become disordered, is 
now completed, and every house in trade is now prepared for a 
busy year. The new year has opened very auspiciously, and the 
volume of new orders booked so far has been well up to the 
average, and all hands seem more than pleased with present 
conditions. Quotations on all grades of paper are very firm, and 
a number of the mills still refuse to accept any new business for 
the present. A good many manufacturers are still refusing to 
even quote prices. The majority of the mills have from one to 
two months’ business booked in advance, and this probably ac- 
counts for the refusal of the manufacturers to consider any new 
orders at this time. The continued mild weather and heavy rains 
of the past week have greatly increased the water power at many 
points in New York and the New England States. The scarcity 
of raw materials is not quite so stringent, and supplies which 
have been delayed by the general freight congestion are beginning 
to reach their destination. Deliveries will probably come forward 
a little faster now, because of the improvement in the shipping 
facilities and the increased water supply, which will enable those 
mills running on part time to resume their full capacities. The 
jobbing trade has practically exhausted its reserve stock in order 
to fill immediate orders. Supplies have been arriving very slowly 
up to this time, because of the conditions the mills have had to 
contend with recently, much to the dislike of the dealers, who 
have been greatly inconvenienced by the reduced shipments which 
they have been receiving. With better water and more cars the 
market should assume a more natural position in the near future. 





A Slight Falling Off in Orders at Holyoke.

There appears to be a feeling among the mills in general of 
a slight falling off in orders and a general lessening in the demand 
for paper. The depression in trade is but slightly noticeable, and 
in some of the mills reports are made that trade still holds up 
to the average of the past week. It is generally stated that business 
with the mills is better this week than for the corresponding period 
of last year, and that the average first week’s business in January 
is below that of the weeks preceding or following. All of the 
mills have been running on full time during the week, and in a 
few instances there has been difficulty in getting the orders out 
in season. 

The mills of the Ameficay Writing Paper Company have handled 
a generally satisfactory trade the past week, a majority of them 
having closed down on New Year's Day to allow the employees 
a holiday. The division managers are now engaged in the work 
of taking inventory, which they expect to have completed within 
a short time. There has been a good demand for the better grades 
of paper the past week, and “ledgers and bond papers have found 
a ready market. 

The Parsons Paper Company report a very good trade, and

business has been satisfactory in every respect. It is stated that 
the year has been productive of one of the largest list of orders 
ever received by the company. The finest grades of paper made 
by the mill have found ready sale, and the demand continues good 

The Whiting Paper Company's plant reports business as being 
good. The mills in Holyoke are running full, and the business 
handled by the plant of the Collins Manufacturing Company, at 
North Wilbraham, is satisfactory. 

The Crocker-McElwain Company is engaged in the work of 
placing the second machine in position, and it is expected that 
this will be started within a short time. Orders have been re- 
ceived in satisfactory numbers the past week, and when the new 
machine is in commission a new line of samples will be issued for 
the grades that will be turned out by the company. 

The Carew and Hampshire mills at South Hadley Falls are 
having their share of trade. Both mills are running full time, 
and there seems to be no falling off in trade. 

“The mills at Turners Falls, Adams, Lee and Dalton are reported 
to have orders enough in hand to keep them “going” for some 
little time. Trade with the mills in these towns has been excep- 
tionally good the past fall and winter, and some of them would 
not object to a “breathing spell.” Ferry. 


Good Volume, Bui Not So Active in Boston.

Mr. Powers is the oldest 
director in point of service of the Massachusetts Mutual Life In- 
surance Company, is vice president of the Hampden Savings Bank, 
a director of the Union Trust Company, a director of the E. Steb- 
bins Manufacturing Company and for thirty-one years has been 
treasurer of the National Trotting Association. 


A $15,000 Verdict Against the International. 


Mipp.etown, N. Y., January 7, 1907.—The Appellate Division has 
just handed down a decision unanimously affirming a verdict of 
$15,000 given Joseph Foster, of Mountaindale, against the Interna- 
tional Paper Company.

Chicago on Saturday debating back and forth by means of the tele- 
graph. No new line of action was developed at the Chicago meet- 
ing, though it strengthened the unity of those stockholders whose 
interests are represented by the “Protective Committee.” Before the 
meeting adjourned, and when the stockholders were satisfied that 
they had lost out in the argument with the directors in New York, 
they gave vent to their feelings by adopting a stinging set of reso- 
lutions denouncing President Barber and his board of directors. 

On December 29 a 2 per cent. dividend was declared on the stock 
of the American Straw Board Company, which is the first since 
December, 1900. This dividend is a victory for the “Protective Com- 
mittee,” and will assist materially in adjusting the finances of United 
without resorting to the plan of selling its most valuable assets to 
the American Box Board Company, as proposed by President Barber. 
Emboldened by this success, the stockholders at their meeting wired 
the directors’ meeting in New York, demanding that they rescind 
the sale of the Uncas Paper Company to the American Straw 
Board Company and convert that $250,000 also into a dividend. 
In a comparatively few mmutes a reply came back from President 
Barber and the directors peremptorily refusing to comply with the 
demand in any particular. 

Both the common and preferred stock of the United have ad- 
vanced on the local exchange during the past week. Common went 
up a point, and preferred did several times as well. Hundreds of 
proxies have already started to come in to Sidney Mitchell as chair- 
man of the “Protective Committee,” and many more than enough 
to control the meeting of February 21 are expected so soon as the 
committee’s circular letter reaches all of the stockholders. 

Both factions have been doing missionary work through the sur- 
rounding country in the past few days. Secretary Stephen B. 
Fleming held a meeting of United stockholders in the Wayne Club, 
at Fort Wayne, Ind., one afternoon this week, and gave the Barber 
side of the controversy. The next day Sidney Mitchell arrived in 
the city and gathered the same stockholders to another meeting. 
These stockholders are personally friendly to Mr. Fleming, but 
most of them will deliver their proxies to the committee, so that 
the corporation can be reorganized.

New Specifications by Public Printer. 


The attention of prospective bidders for the contracts for paper 
to be supplied to the Government Printing Office is called to the 
new rules governing such bidding and contracts. 

On page 7 of this issue we print the specifications referred to. 
In the first place bids must be exactly in accordance with the 
terms printed on the blank proposals which will be furnished on 
application to Public Printer Stillings at Washington, D. C. An- 
other matter that is worthy of attention is the fact that, regard- 
less of the amount of paper estimated for, the contract will be 
limited to the amount actually required. The successful bidders 
must match samples, as they will be held rigidly to their con- 
tracts as to quality and finish. Violations of these provisions will 
vitiate any contracts made. 

In regard to writings, ledgers, bond  « book papers the speci- 
fications read: “No writing, ledger, bond or book paper containing 
mechanically prepared wood pulp, ground wood, unbleached sul- 
phite pulp, unbleached soda pulp or old papers that have been 
used will be received in any instance.” From a careful reading 
of this provision it looks as if the grades mentioned must be 
made of rags, bleached sulphite or soda pulp or new paper cut- 
tings; in other words, the use of ground wood, unbleached sul- 
phite or soda pulp and %/d paper is prohibited in the Government’s 
supply. This prohibition also applies in part to manila papers, 
colored bristol board, etc., the quantity of unbleached sulphite or 
of ground wood permissible being restricted to the amount of 


same in the sample furnished.

In view 
of the progressive action of manufacturers in other lines the 
wonder is that the writing men did not come together long ago, 
as their profits have been as seriously curtailed as those of the 
mill owners in book, manilas, box boards, tissues, etc. The in- 
crease in the cost of rags, sulphite and soda pulp, together with 
the advance in the thousand and one incidentals, necessitates a 


general raising of quotations on writings. 
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Statistics of Our Foreign Business. 


The quantity and value of the imports and exports of paper, 
paper stock, &c., for November and for the eleven months ended 
November 30, 1906, including those for the same periods in 1905 
and 1904, as compared by the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, will be found on page 56 of this issue.

eleven months ended November 30, 1905, a gain of $1,780,386, 
while our exports of paper for the eleven months ended November 
30, 1906, had a valuation of $9,537,175, as compared with $7,967,241 
for the eleven months ended November 30, 1905, an increase of 
$1,560,934. 

*The increase in our imports of paper during the month of No- 
vember, .1906, was distributed among the following countries: 
United Kingdom, Belgium, France, Germany, Other Europe and 
Japan. The only decrease shown is with Other Countries. The 
only decrease shown in our exports for the month of November, 
1906, is on playing cards. 

Our imports of all classes of paper stock during the month of 
November, 1906, were valued at $444,304, as against $350,155 for 
the same month in 1905, an increase of $94,239. We imported in 
the eleven months ended November 30, 1906, to the value of 
$4,768,292, as against $3.793.273 for the eleven months ended No- 
vember 30, 1905, a gain of $975,010.

Eaton & Brownell Designed First Electric Driven Pulp Mill. 


Watertown, N. Y., January 8, 1907. 


Editor Paper Trade Journal: 

Referring to your news article, headed “Grinding Wood by Elec- 
tric Power,” which appeared in your issue of January 3, from 
your Appleton, Wis., correspondent, we believe that we can justly 
claim credit for designing the first electric driven wood pulp 
mill in this section, if not in the United States. 

In the fall of 1904 we designed for the Remington-Martin Com- 
pany, in connection with Norfolk, N. Y., a four 
grinder mill. The four grinders were direct connected to a 1,250 
horse power motor of the G. E. type. The motor was located so 
that two grinders were driven from each end of the shaft. This 
mill was built in the winter of 1904-5, and was started in June, 
1905, and gave perfect satisfaction. Power was delivered from 
the large power plant at Massena, N. Y. 
15 miles long. 
22,000 volts. Transformers were located in a separate building 
just outside of the mill. Complete plans of the above mill can be 
seen at our office in Watertown, N. Y. 

Last season the Pittsburg Reduction Company, owners of the 
Massena power plant, found that it required all of the present 
power that the company could develop, and made arrangements 
with the Remington-Martin Company to discontinue the power. 
The Remington-Martin Company has other undeveloped water 
powers that it is preparing to develop in the near future, which 
will give the company sufficient power to operate four more grind- 
ers, making eight in all.

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BOOK MEN CONFER. 


Members of the Book Division of the A. P. & P. A. Compare 
Notes on Trade Experiences and Agree That “All Is Well” — 
Rumors of Another Advance—High Cost of Materials. 


A meeting of the Book Division of the American Paper and 
Pulp Association was held in New York on Wednesday of this 
week for the purpose of considering the present status of the mar- 
ket. Present cost of manufacture and increasing cost of labor 
were two of the important questions which were discussed at the 
meeting. The manufacturers have derived considerable benefit by 
comparing notes from time to time, and this practice will be con- 
tinued. 

The actual cost of production at present is probably the most 
serious problem that the manufacturers have to struggle with 
and they find that their cost sheets, with few exceptions. 
have increased greatly within the past three months. Raw materials 
are higher now than they have ever been in the history of the 
industry, and they still continue to go upward. The manufacturer? 
have been forced to meet these conditions by proportionate ad- 
vances at frequemi intervals in order to get a fair return on 
their invested capital. The manufacturers state that the recently 
adopted trade customs are working smoothly, and that the dealers, 
as well as the manufacturers, have found them a great convenience 
and help in conducting their business. All the manufacturers have 
plenty of orders on hand, all mills are reported as running on full 
time. Business is in a healthy condition, it is stated, and the de- 
mand holds up remarkably well. Today's quotations on book 
paper are in a good many instances from 10 to 15 per cent. above 
the uniform advance, which was made a short time ago by the 
manufacturers. The question of another advance was only re- 
ferred to in a casual way, as the manufacturers seem satisfied with 
the present regulation of prices, which they say has been adjusted 
entirely by the present supply and demand. 


There was a conference of the soda pulp manufacturers after 
the book meeting, but nothing of importance was considered, the 
time of meeting being given over to a general discussion of market 
conditions at present. The manufacturers state that the supply is 
very limited, and that prices are satisfactory. Odd lots of surplus 
stock, they say, are being sold as high as 2.20 and 2.25 per hun- 
dred. 


SINEX’S MONOPOLY. 

(Continued from page 6.) 
Paper Company. A thoroughly reliable man, holding a responsible 
position with Bradstreet’s Philadelphia office, makes the following 
remarkable statement: 

One Who Knows Sinex. 

“‘T have known John H. Sinex for many years. He came to 
this city penniless not more than twelve years ago and now is in- 
dependently rich and ready to retire from business as he informs 
me. When he kept his paper warehouse at 1215 Arch street I fre- 
quently visited him. In the rear of his place, on the second floor, 
was a room which was always kept locked, and which might be 
entered either from a private hallway in the rear or through the 
warehouse. One day Sinex took me into this locked room, and I 
was amazed to see it elegantly fitted up like a board room. There 
was a heavy, long table running through the centre of the room, 
and heavy, luxurious Sffice chairs placed around it. I asked Sinex 
what it all meant, and he replied that it was a secret meeting place 
for some of the principal officers or directors of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. He said that each of these men had a key to the room, 
and that they met there when they wished to discuss matters which 
ther did not want to get upon the minutes, or to be overheard by 


secretaries or clerks, or even by such of their associates as wer 
not let into the secrets of the clique which runs the road.’ 


S. S. Garrett’s Affidavit. 

“This statement is corroborated by an affidavit made by Sylvester 
S. Garrett on December 20, as follows: ‘I had opportunities of see- 
ing the room in which the Pennsylvania Railroad officers used to 
meet in Sinex’s business place, 1217 Arch street. A long table, 
I think of oak, and massive chairs were placed there. There was 
a fine rug upon the floor, and Pennsylvania Railroad scenes were 
hung upon the wall. It gave the impression of sumptuousness. 
Sinex told me that the directors and officers of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad met there for frequent conferences. I am the son of Syl- 
vester Garrett, of Garrett & Buchanan. I know that a similar secret 
room for the accommodation of the Pennsylvania Railroad direct- 
ors is kept at the present place of business. It is always locked.’ 

Sinex’s Personality. 

“John H. Sinex is a man of aggressive character, about fifty-five 
years old. He dominates the office of Garrett & Buchanan. When 
a World reporter laid before him the facts, as gleaned from Syl- 
vester S. Garrett and others respecting the purchase of paper and 
the family relations existing between himself, the Wilkinsons, 
Grone and Beaver, Mr. Sinex said: 

““T have nothing to conceal in all this. It is merely a coinci- 
dence that Joseph H, Wilkinson is my brother-in-law, and that his 
son, Frank, is in the office of Garrett & Buchanan, of which I am 
manager, as order clerk. It is also merely a coincidence that Wil- 
liam Beaver, the brother-in-law of George F. Grone, assistant to 
the purchasing agent of the Pennsylvania Railroad, is my chief ac- 
countant. While I am in the paper business, and have sold largely 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad, that is merely because I am able to 
bid lower than any other paper dealer. I deny that my relationship 
by marriage or my business connections give me an advantage over 
others with the purchasing department of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road.” 

“He refused to speak about the alleged secret conference room 
in his offices.” 


“ Disclosures ” Did Not Surprise Philadelphia Trade. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, January 7, 1907.—The sensational publication 
made in today’s New York World regarding the purchase of sup- 
plies by the Pennsylvania Railroad, particularly of paper from J. H. 
Sinex, and the allegations that he was the favorite bidder, and was 
able practically to name his own price, since specifications were 
so drawn that he had a monopoly of the business, while read with 
interest by the Philadelphia trade, surprised no one conversant 
with trade matters. The peculiar relationship between Mr. Sinex 
and the railroad has long been known, and recognized to the extent 
that no one in the trade ever seriously attempted to compete for the 
business of the road. 

While Mr. Sinex has many friends he has as well many critics, 
and in view of the revelations now publicly made the latter are not 
sparing in their language. E.R. G.

The report published in a trade paper on Saturday of last week 
that the sulphite plant of the De Grasse River Paper Company, 
of Pyrites, N. Y., had been destroyed by fire December 31 has 
been pronounced incorrect. 

At the offices of the Manufacturers Paper Company, New York, 
the selling agent of the mill, it was said that there was no truth 
in the published report. There was a small fire at the mill on the 
date named, so it was stated, but it was confined to a small out- 
building, located on the other side of the tailrace, formerly used 
for sulphur burning. A few old ovens were in the building. The 
flames did not reach to the main plant.

freight it is likely to be some days before the coal can be gotte:

In making the repairs to the damaged mill of the Wisconsin 
River Pulp and Paper Company the construction work will be 
entirely of steel and concrete. 

John Craig, receiver for the Imperial Paper Mills, Sturgeon 
Halls, Ontario, Canada, has entered an action for a declaration 
that the Quebec Bank has no title to the assets of the company 
as against the receiver. 

About 100 girls employed in the paper mills of S. D. War- 
ren & Co., Westbrook, Me., received notices in their pay envelopes 
last week that beginning on Monday their wages would be ad- 
The raise affects cutters and sorters. 

The Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company will have its new 
wood grinding plant at Dexter ready for operation some time the 
coming month. The mill will be in charge of A. Ramsey, formerly 
of Palmer’s Falls, who has had charge of installing the machinery. 

The thirty employees of the International Paper Company’s mill 
at Glen Park, N. Y., who struck recently for an increase of 20 per 
cent. in wages have not had their demands complied with. All of 
the strikers were employed in the finishing room, and their places 
were easily filled. 

The Mountain Mill Paper Company, Lee, Mass., has been mak- 
ing many improvements of late, and is now just setting up a new 
washer built by the E. D. Jones & Sons Company of Pittsfield, 
Mass. These recent improvements will bring the product of the 
mill up to a ton a day, a specialty of the company being wedding 
bristols. 

Work on the immense $1,000,000 plant at Peoria for the Barrett 
Manufacturing Company is progressing rapidly. General Manager 
Bingham says that the company expects to have it in operation 
about the middle of May. E. J. Adams is now in charge of the 
work, and will probably be the superintendent of the plant when 
it starts up. 

A personal damage suit has been brought against the Pub- 
lishers Paper Company, of Portsmouth, N. H., for $60,000 
on behalf of three Italians, who were swept from a flat car 
while empléyed by the paper company at Conway, N. H. The 
branches of a fallen tree swept the men, who were going to 
work, from” the car. 

The Montezuma Fibre Company, of Montezuma, N. Y., has 
its large pulp mill nearly completed, and has a large force of 
men employed in constructing a very large reservoir for hold- 
ing water on the top of Clark Hill, east of its factory site, 
which is to be used for supplying water to the pulp mill. The 
water will be pumped from Seneca River. 

The generosity of the Parsons Paper Company, of Holyoke, was 
shown to a marked degree on Christmas, when it presented to all 
of the male employees of the company $10 in gold and to all the 
female operatives $5 in the same coin. The gift of the company 
has caused considerable favorable comment among the workmen 
of the city, and it has had the tendency to closer unite the manu- 
facturer and the employee. This company was, if reports are cor- 
rect, the first in Holyoke to establish the profit sharing scheme 
with the employees, and this has done much to place the men on a 
friendly footing with the mill. 

When the mill of the Watab Pulp and Paper Company at 
Sartell, Minn., turns its wheels early in February only half the 
amount of paper will be manufactured. The capacity of the 
mill is 100 tons per day, and only 50 will be turned out. When 
the mill is runnipg full blast 400 men will be employed, but 
this will be reduced t® 200. And it is all on account of railroad 
rates. Mr. Oberley states that the rates are altogether too 
high, and that only enough paper will be made to keep the mill 
running until the reduction is made. The Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern will probably make the reduction some 
time

Company is about to add to its present mill facilities, which wi 
enable it at an early date to double the very large capacity it al 
ready has. 

MENASHA, Wis.—A report in a daily paper is to the effect tha 
it is possible that Menasha is to have another paper mill, to b 
built in the rear of the Whiting mill. Twin City capitalists ar 
said to be interested. 

La Tugve, Quebec—The Quebec and St. Maurice Industria! 
Company is the title of a $3,000,000 corporation which will build a 
paper and pulp mill here. The Messrs. Brown, of the Berlin Mills, 
Berlin, N. H., are officers in the company. 

FRANKLIN, Ohio.—The Patent Vulcanite Roofing Company is 
planning to erect a large plant here, having closed.a five years’ con- 
tract for the entire output of felt roofing from the Richardson 
Paper Company, which is located at Franklin. 


Manayunk, Pa—The Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing Com- 
pany began work last week on a one story addition, 175x76 feet. 
with a reinforced:concrete roof, to its plant on the west side of 
River road, north of Fountain street, the cost to be $4,500. 


Wiper, Vt.—The H. P. Cummings Construction Company, of 
Springfield, Mass., has been awarded the contract for additions and 
alterations to the plant of the International Paper Company’s mills 
at Wilder, Vt., which will require about two years for completion. 

Fuiton, N. Y.—The Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company, 
it is said, contemplates the erection of another paper mill. .The 
proposed mill will not be built until after the barge canal has been 
built in the vicinity of the plant, and every particular in relation 
to the canal settled for all time. 


Cosnocton, Ohio.—It is reported that negotiations are now un- 
der way between the Coshocton Straw Paper Company and the 
United Box Board and Paper Company for the purchase of one of 
the latter’s abandoned mills in Indiana. It is proposed to convert 
the mill into a corrugated paper plant. 

KAvuKAUNA, Wis.—It is said at Kaukauna that a movement is 
under way to improve the site of the old Badger Paper Company, 
whose mill was burned many years ago and has been unimproved 
ever since. There is a fine water power at this point, and it may 
be utilized for an electric power plant to supply light and power 
for street cars, mills, etc. 


The Dayton Paper Novelty Company, of Dayton, Ohio, enter- 
tained its salesmen at a banquet tendered the past week at the Day- 
ton Club. The guests, including most of the traveling men, were 
entertained with a short social session in the club parlors before 
retiring to the banquet hall, where a handsomely appointed ten 
course dinner was served. Those participating were George G. 
Shaw, president; Theodore Neuman, general manager; H. L. Hu- 
ber, secretary; O. R. Seifert, estimater, and the following sales- 
men: Walter Lewis, Max Beatus, George McCullough, C. B. 
Brough, F. C. Klugle, H. V. Brown, Leo A. Socksteder, William G. 
Rowe, V. E. Socksteder and H. P. Michael. The officers made 
brief talks, and were in turn followed by the members of the trav- 
cling force, who predicted a heavy trade for the new year. 


It is reported that the Itasca Paper Company, of Grand 
Rapids, Minn., is doubtful about building next season the 
ground wood mill it has had in contemplation for a year or 
more. This is due to the high cost of building, and to the 
difficulty of getting men to operate the mill if it were built.

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SLOW BEATING WITH DULL KNIVES. 


Better Results Are Obtained, So It Is Claimed, When the Stock 
Is Beaten Slowly—The Beneficial Use of the Kollergang Can 
Be Duplicated by Beaters With Many Rolls. 


(Translated for THe Paper Trave Journat by Albert Komp.) 

The best beater not managed properly will cause injury to the 
wood fibre. Rag stuff is by far less susceptible to injury during 
the beating process than wood cellstuff. The slightest transgression 
of a certain limit will change the character of the wood cellstuff 
produced. This fact is most apparent during the production of 
imitation parchment, and of soft silk papers that should, however, 
not be parchmentized. The evil consequences of a hard treatment 
of the fibre appear very plainly in the making of papers that should 
show great tenacity, besides professing other good qualities. 

However, the greater number of beater systems—especially those 
adapted to enormous production—show retrogression rather than 
progression regarding the judicious saving of the quality of the 
fibres. Practical like E. Kichner and Strobach 
long ago made the discovery of this misconception.

Following this idea Mr. Voith has improved his new beaters 
by enlarging the width of the rolls and also by reducing their 
weight. My this enable me to state 
that in the treatment of certain qualities of pulp a slower circu- 
lation than usual of the roll will give better results.

In order to cast additional light on the importance of beater 
work I mention the following experience: A paper mill equipped 
for producing fine grades of wood papers had neglected to make 
its pulp beating facilities correspond with modernized new paper 
machines of increased capacity. This resulted in a faulty product 
and in enormous waste, especially produced by the sticking of 
the sheets to the presses. Changing of hands and the installation 
of improvements all tended to baffle the endeavors for good re- 
sults. The output decreased in quality, complaints and claims

intendent asked me to make an investigation and I very soon 
succeeded in striking the source of the evil.

siderations and also the presumed shortness of power for running 
additional had prompted the managers to increase the 
amount of pulp by running the beaters to their utmost capacity, 
without noticing that the presumed advantage gained by enforced 
beating was offset by a great deficiency in the quality of the pulp 
produced, an oversight which proved fatal, especially regarding 
the light weight sheets, the total product lacked in 
transparency, sizing and loading quality, etc. The overstraining 
of the beaters caused continual repairs and delays.

Examining Steam Boilers in Western Massachusetts. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass.; January 7, 1907.—Within the past few days 
officers of the Massachusetts District Police have been in western 
Massachusetts investigating the conditions of the boilers in the 
manufacturing establishments, paper mills and buildings where 
boilers are used for no other purpose than heating. It is claimed 
that the explosion of a power boiler in a manufacturing plant in 
Lynn the fore part of the month has had something to do with 
the activity of the District Police at the present time. It is said 
to be the purpose of the officers to examine the boilers more 
closely and to insist that where repairs are ordered made by the 
inspection department of the insurance companies or the District 
Police that the repairs be made at once in order that all precau- 
tions may be had. Holyoke has been very fortunate in this re- 
spect, and no serious accidents of this nature are recalled. 

The officer detailed for the Holyoke examination has looked into 
a number of cases where slight repairs suggested had not been 
made, and has notified the owners that these repairs must be 
made at once. The police are also demanding that the engineers 
and firemen must have properly displayed in the boiler room the 
licenses granted them by the State, and have refused to allow the 
men to work where the licenses were not at hand. 

There are indications that a very strict oversight is to be main- 
tained over the boilers and the men operating them. The greater 
number of paper mills have followed the law as closely as possible, 
but in some few cases the inspectors have insisted on changes. 
It is said that none of the boilers inspected have been found un- 
safe, and that the inspections are to prevent defects arising rather 
than to correct existing evils, and the management of the power 
plants in general in this city has been found efficient. Ferry.

County Board of Supervisors have instructed the representatives 
of that county in the Legislature to endeavor to secure levislation 
compelling railroads operating in the Adirondacks to use different 
fuel or to provide proper spark arresters to prevent forest fires. 
The preamble to the resolution recites that frequent fires have oc- 
curred in the forest lands, both on the State park and private 
property, and that the ¢ontinued use of improper spark arresters 
and improper fuel constitutes a standing menace to the Adiron- 
dacks.
